FEATURES HAWAII

IN NEW DRAMA

To picture truly Hawaii on the
stage one should see and study the
islands; to portray correctly its peo
pie Hawaiian characters are neces-
sary. This is Witter Bynner's way of
writing a featured Hawaiian scene in
a drama he is now writing. He want
to show Hawaii and Hawalians as
tbey are or were, not as he might
have dreamed.
Bynner. who is amainland literateur,

has Just returnedTrom the Big Island
with the announcement that his Ha-

waiian scene is complete. He leaves
next week on the Maui, not because
he wants to but because only the Ha-

waiian part of a play he promised tr
have ready in September is written.

Five Hawaiian actors four men
and one woman will be necessary
to present the Hawaiian scene and the
poet visitor says at least four men
wjll be Hawaiians, picked either from
troupes on the mainland or taken di-

rectly from here He has alreadj
spoken to some here on the proposi
tion. PosBibly the woman will be a
Yankee.

Although not at liberty at this time
to give the title of the play Bynnei
promises some realistic ' Made in Ha
waii" settings. On the Big Island he
was able to become closely acquaint-
ed with a number of natives and to
acquire the subtle Hawaiian perspect-
ive and charm. He also made some
interesting observations on Hawaiian
Japanese.

He believes, for instance, that the
Japanese here in the islands are ,bet-te- r

looking than those In Japan, where
he visited extensively on a lecturing
rip recently. They are more com-

panionable, due probably to a touch
of Americanism, he says.

It is known to a few in Honolulu
that Bynner , "discovered" O. Henry
for the better magazines and when
asked about it he tells the story thus;

"I was Just out of college, work-
ing for McClure'8 as a clerk and as-
sistant reader, when I ran across a
yarn entitled "Tobin's Palm," sent in
by a then unknown writer who gave
his pen name as "Oliver Henry." It
was such a cracking good story that
I sent It on with a personal note to
our chief, who evidently either
thought I was tpo cocky or else that
the-ya-rn wasn't good enough for Mc-Clure'- s,

for she sent it back.
"Finally learning that it had not

been used I went directly to Mr. Mc
Clure and told him he had passed up
a mighty good story. In a joking way
he askedf me If I would stake my repu.
tation on it and Khravely answered
yes.' He told. me to get it at once.

"I had 'Oliver Henry's address and
started; out I found him In a very
bare room, sitting in a big chair In
his shirt sieves and suspenders. He
was very timid and retiring and the
story lay in an envelope on his desk,

At the Territorial Marketing Divis-
ion yesterday .it was said that not
bnly are island eggs scarcer now, but j

that they are becoming more and
more so. In the future it may be that
Island eggs can be had only by those
who have special orders for them.

The high price of feed has led many
poultry dealers to kill off their hens
to save the cost of keeping them.
That something ought to be done to
stop the slaughter of the Hawaiian
hen, Is the opinion of several local
dealers.

a dozen wholesale, although there are
days at a time when no consignments
at all are received.
